They proved. of the 
greatest possible service to us during the 
months which followed the actual outbreak 
of war.

Millbank was effected without a hitch A 

number of staff. were transferred to the 

various operating groups and the remainder 
to offices outside London. 


PRICE POLICY 


We were aware before the war began of 
the heavy additional cost that its shadow had 
already caused, and after September this 
expenditure mounted rapidly. Most of the 
increases in the prices of raw materials have 
been attributable directly or indirectly to 
higher freight rates and war risk insurance. 
Generally speaking, overseas producers of our 
raw materials did not exploit the srtuation in 
any undue degree, but they had no control 
over transport or exchange, and increases in 
cost were substantial. : 
It so happened that we had agreed with 
the trade unions for a general advance in 
wages, which was to come into effect half in 
October, 1939, and half in AS 1940. These 
conditions, coupled with the heavy burden of 
premiums for war risks insurance, specially 
concentrated our attention on our price policy. 
We determined that we would maintain exist- 
ing price levels as long as possible. There 
was immediate evidence that the factories 
would be hard pressed for deliveries, and we, 
therefore, decided to rely on the counter- 
balancing effect on costs of this increase in 
volume ; 

It is our practice under standing contracts 
with our customers to fix towards the close 
of each year the prices of many of our main 
products for the following. calendar year. 
When we had to come to a decision in this 
matter in November last we made such fore- 
casts as were possible and determined that 
the price policy we had adopted should be 
adhered to, bái to the modification that, 
where returns had been unremunerative prices 
should be altered to correct, that position. 
But because it was impossible to forecast 
with any certainty the trend of volume or 
costs generally we took steps to announce 
standard advances in price, not to become 
effective until circumstances demanded it, As 
a result, industry has enjoyed a continuation 
of the prices of our principal chemical pro- 
ducts which were in force at the outbreak 
of war. I am glad to say that, so far, no 
general increase has been made. Our 
customers have expressed great appreciation 
of this policy. 


IMPORTANCE OF EXPORTS 


There is one considerable exception, namely, 
the export trade. Not only has it been our 
duty to maintain and expand wherever 
possible the volume of our exports, but it 
has been consistent with the national interest 
to adjust prices to a reasonable extent with- 
out prejudicing volume, Every additional 
pound of foreign exchange that can be secured 
in this way serves to enlarge the volume of 
imports for war purposes, which H.M. 
Government can obtain. I may say that our 
larger gross profits this year spring in some 
considerable measure from -more profitable 
export business.

Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C., for the applicants, 

said that Galway Corporation took over 
liabilities from their predecessors, Galway 
Urban District Council, who had obtained 
loans totalling about £242,000 from the Com. 
missioners of Public Works to make advances 
under the Small Dwellings (Acquisition) Act, 
1890, to persons for housing purposes. 
_ Owing, his clients said. to the hasty and 
ill-considered manner in which loans hed been 
granted to undesirable applicants, a con- 
siderable loss had been suffered through non- 
payment of annuities by house purchasers 
and non-collection of the annuities; They 
alleged that those losses were being thrown 
on the ratepayers. They submitted that the 
finances of the Act were self-contained, and 
any losses resulting from advances under it 
could not be thrown on the general rate- 
payers. There were ample powers for taking 
possession of the houses concerned and lettin 
or selling them, and in that way there should 
be no loss. The local authority was put in 
the position of a mortgagee, and was also 
given very special powers to see that no loss 
arose. 

His clients set out in an affidavit that the 
Corporation had adopted in May, 1939, 
estimates which entailed the striking of a 
rate on the borough area of 27s. in the £. 
They said that the  anditor's 
showed that arrears due by borrowers under 
the 1899 Act amounted to £3,341 odd, due 
by 121 borrowers on 3lst December, 1938. 

Proceeding, Mr. Costello said that, by way 
of showing cause in the matter, Criostoir 
O Cleireachain, Town Clerk of Galway, 
denied in an affidavit that the rates had been 
increased as a result of failure to collect 
money borrowed for advances under the 1899 
Act. The Corporation Special Finance Com- 
mittee, he stated, were in error in stating 
that the manner of granting loans in any way 
increased the rates for 1939-40. At the time 
of the Committee’s report it was estimated 
that approximately £1, was the amount of 
principal and interest rev ayable to the Com- 
missioners for Public Works for money 
borrowed for advances to persons who had 
not completed their houses, and from whom 
interest was not being successfully collected. 
That sum was an over-estimate, and the 
correct sum was between £820 and £850 at 
the time of striking the rates for 1959-40. 
Arrears in connection with uncompleted 
houses were not to be regarded as irrecover- 
able; for the Corporation were entitled to 
sell the houses, or, having completed them, 
to let them, and so recover the amounts. 
Mr. Kingsmill Moore, K.C., for Galway 
Corporation, said that the figures for the 
ast year had been made up, and, so far 
rom there being a loss, a profit had been 
made on the small dwellings transactions 
which had gone to ease the general rates. 
A ratepayer could apply to have a rate 
quashed only on the ground that he had 
been aggrieved by it, inasmuch as it 
demanded an illegal payment from him. If a 
ratepayer chose to attack a. corporation on 
the ground of maladministration of its trusts 
he could do so only by joining the Attorney- 
General in the proceedings, and seeking an 
injunction to restrain the Corporation from 
doing certain things, or to enforce them to 
carry out trusts which were public trusts. 
Not one penny had been included in the 
Galway rates in respect of arrears or 
‘recoverable advances under the Small

‘DUTCH HONEY BREAD

Ingredients—Half a nutmeg, pinch 
of salt, 14 ozs. of candied peel, 10 ozs. 
of soft brown sugar, 9 ozs. of honey, 
14 lbs. of flour, $ os. bicarbonate of 
soda, and about 1 tablespoonful of 
milk. 

Method—Grate the nutmeg and chop 
the candied peel finely. Heat the 
sugar and honey to boiling point. Add 
the nutmeg, candied peel and salt, mix 
and add half of the flour, cool, and 
when lukewarm, add the remainder of 
the flour sieved with the bicarbonate 
of soda. Turn the mixture on to a 
floured board and knead well, adding 
the milk if required. Roll out to 8 inch 
thickness and place on a baking tray 
or mould in a special mould and then 
turn out on to a baking tray. Leave 
to stand overnight. Bake for 20 
minutes. The bread may be marked 
with a knife while still hot. but it is 
broken into pieces when required. It 
will keep well in a not entirely air- 
tight tin. 

This “ sweet’’ bread is also made in 
France, where it iscalled Pain d’épice, 
and in Belgium, where it is moulded 
in different shapes, according to the 
town, such as the Couque de Dinant, 
whch has a picture of the Citadel at 
Dinant moulded on it.

The 
extent of Germany’s warlike prepara- 
tions is shown by the flood of 
mechanised units which has overflowed 
the level plains of Belgium and Northern 
France. Her armies spring from a man- 
power of between eighty and ninety 
million citizens, the vast majority of 
whom are armed and prepared for war. 
It is easy to look back over the events of 
the last fortnight, and to say that such 
and such a move ought to have been fore- 
seen, that such and such precautions ought 
to have been taken, that this or the other 
gap ought to have been stopped, or the 
initiative taken in one or another place. 
Yet history shows that the Germans 
always have been more ready for war than 
other nations. They always are just ‘‘a 
jump ” ahead. It is only within the 
past couple of days that the British 


many of the principles which have been 
the life-blood of Great Britain, and of 
what we vaguely call the British system, 
has -put the nation into a condition of 
genuine preparedness. Both Britain and 
France, in the popular phrase, are up 
against it. Herr Hitler’s Blitzkrieg 
against Holland and Belgium took them 
by surprise, with the result that his 
armies have penetrated virtually to the 
English Channel before they have 
recovered from the shock. It may prove 
that, in the effort, Herr Hitler’s generals 
have over-reached themselves, and that 
their ‘‘spear-head,’’ like any finely- 
tempered blade, is too delicate to stand 
a real shock. On paper, the odds favour 
a counter-attack by the democratic Allies, 
and the signs are that such a counter- 
attack may be expected within a very few 
days. Yet concerning the danger from the 
German mechanised troops there can be 
no doubt. Even a small detachment of 
Germans can do much harm to so 
vulnerable an area as that of the Channel 
ports; and it is not surprising that the 
English people have begun to take 
their position seriously. They can cheer 
themselves with the recollection that other 
leaders have sat upon the shores of France, 
but failed to overleap the narrow seas. 


Refugees 


Some time ago this newspaper com 
mented upon the plight of the refugees 
from Holland, Belgium, and Northern 


as a kind of thank-offering for its blessed 
immunity from the horrors of war, should 
open its doors to some, at least, of the 
homeless people. We realised then that the 
multitude in flight from the ravaged lands 
would be a very great multitude, but by 
the farthest flight of imagination nobody 
can have foreseen the true and terrible 
dimensions. According to Mr. Wayne 
Chatfieid Taylor, the chief of the American 
Red Cross organisation in Europe, the 
number of refugees at present in France 
alone is about five millions—a number 
almost two millions greater than the entire 
population of the twenty-six counties. ‘‘ It 
is impossible,” he says, ‘‘to exaggerate 
the refugee problem in France. Their 
effect upon the food supplies is staggering, 
and resources here must be immediately 
exhausted.’’ The American Red Cross 
estimates that the cost of its work in 
Europe will be hardly less than ten million 
dollars, of which about one million, in the 
form of ambulances and medical supplies, 
already has arrived, and it urges the 
American people, in all the pity that their 
hearts must dictate in the face of such 
suffering, to send the organisation what 
money it requires, This country of ours 
is not wealthy. We can afford but little in 
material wealth, but we pride ourselves 
that the stranger who cries at our doors 
shall not go away hungry. There is 
hunger in France to-day, and homeless 
ness and despair. In the past we have not 
shirked our responsibilities. If we could

The Giddy Goat 


Considerable surprise has been caused 
by the announcement that an English 
‘200 ” is looking for six Irish wild goats. 
The average Irishman, being deplorably 
ignorant of the fauna of his native land, 
scarcely could be blamed for suspecting 
that there was more in this than met the 
eye. As a matter of fact, however, we 
possess quite a number of four-footed wild 
goats. They roam the Wicklow Hills, 
have horns over three feet long and a 
nice turn of speed which enables them to 
skip from peak to peak with the agility 
of a chamois and to waggle their whiskers 
derisively at any would-be captors. Local 


it was one of these noble animals that was 
the hero of the deathless ballad, ‘‘ The 
Peeler and the Goat,” and, doubtless, the 
original “ horns of a dilemma” also would 
be attributed to them if the idea occurred 
to the Wicklcw people. Their motto, of 
course, is ‘‘ Butt me no Butts.”’ 
believed that the ancestors of the Wicklow 
wild goats came originally from Spain— 
possibly they were brought from that 
country by the Milesians—and, as the 
Milesians were not Spaniards, but an 
Eastern race, the goats probably lost their 
tempers upon being brought so far from 
home, and have remained wild ever 
since. Incidentally, our curious streak of 
fatalism and our Jove of bargaining must 
be two of the Oriental traits inherited 
from the first Milesian importers of goats. 
There appears to be no evidence—except 
the goats—for the story that the Milesians’ 
original idea was to discover America, but 
that the aroma of goat on board their 
small ships proved too much for them, 
and they were compelled to land in Ireland 
in a state of collapse. We would like to 
know what strange impulse at this crisis 
in the world’s history prompted the 
request to our Zoological Society for six 
wild Irish goats, but we doubt if the 
information will be forthcoming. At any 


rate, we sure that the Society will 
prove egugl to the demand, and that 
visitors to the English ‘‘zoo’’ in days 


to come will be delighted to see-the Irish 
exhibit playing the giddy goat as usual. 
We note that the number of geese in this 
country has been increased recently by 
the birth of four goslings in the Dublin 
““7oo.” Despite wild geese and wild goats 
going overseas, it looks as if we need 
never fear a shortage of either in this 
country.

The Times in a leading article to-day says : 
The Prime Minister’s grave statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday referred to 
implications of a serious character arising 
from the attack on the Channel ports of the 
German armoured forces, which have pene- 
trated thus far behind the main battle-front. 
The first implication is, of course, that this 
threat to the communications .of the Allied 
armies m Belgium must be withstood at all 
costs. ‘The immediate task is to destroy these 
advance parties, formidable though ae! ma 
be, and to restore inland a front which will 
not easily be pierced by such forces again 
There can be no withholding from this task 
of all and every kind of resource which can 
be brought to bear upon it. At the same 
time, the other urgent lesson from tiese 
events is that the measures already unter 
way in this country to prevent any surprise 
disorganisation by raiding forces should be 
somaleied without a moment’s delay. 

Though details of these measures cannot 
be revealed, the debate in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday evening showed that 
misconceptions exist, even in quarters which 
ought to be well informed about the parts 
to be played by defensive organisations, old 
and new. Some members,. including Mr. 
Hore-Belisha, seemed to think that the Local 
Defence Volunteers now being rapidly 
organised were intended to be the main 
means of resistance to attempted landings 
from the air. That, of course, is not so, and 
there are forces in existence designed and 
able to deal with an enemy who would, un- 
doubtedly, be well, if lightly, equipped. At 
the same time, no measure must be neglected 
which would make Jandings or the concentra- 
tion and the activities of troops after landing 
more difficult, and such measures include, 
but are not limited to, the formation of the 
new Local Defence Volunteers.

The Rev. J. Canon Flood, P.P., proposing 
the adoption of the report, said that there 
were thousands who needed their help. The 
Government had done its part, but could not 
do everything, nor was it well that it should. 
The Council should receive warm support for 
the beneficent work it was doing. 

Mr. M. Keyes, T.D., seconding, suggested 
that the Council should try to persuade their 
Government to adopt the same attitude to the 
blind as the Northern Government had done 
in contributing 50 per cent. of the cost of 
maintenance of “home teachers” He 
mentioned that in Limerick, where a branch 
had been formed, they had 300 known blind 
people. The existence of many blind people 
was not known to the authorities, and he 
thought that an official register should be 
established by the Government. 

On the motion of Alderman A. Byrne, T.D., 
seconded by Mr. W. Sweeney, Honorary 
Secretary of the Blind Welfare Association 
of Northern Ireland, the retiring members of 
the committee and the auditors were re-elected.

He was severely wounded 
in 1916, and later served at the War Office 
and on the British War Mission to Paris in 
1918. e was invalided from the Army in 
1919. Captain Ramsay’s wife is the only 
daughter of the. fourteenth Viscount 
Gormanston. She was formerly the widow 
of the late Lord Ninian Crichton-Stuart, 
M.P. Capta.n and Mrs. Ramsay have four 
sons. Captain Ramsay is Vice-Chairman of 
the Cavendish Land Company: and a former 
member of the Potato Marketing Board. He 
is @ grand-nephew of the twelfth Earl of 
Dalhousie, and was born in India. He was 
educated at Eton and Sandhurst.

Sir Oswald Mosley, once the youngest 
British member of Parliament, formed, in 
1931, the party which the following year 
developed into the British Union, the 
members of which wore black shirts after 
the manner of the Italian Fascists. 

John Beckett, shop assistant, writer of 
newspaper articles and one-time Labour 
M.P. and subsequently a member of Sir 
Oswald Mosley’s British Union, once tried 
to walk away with the mace in the House 
of Commons.

1922, but go far we have not, in ,

Mr, Childers proposed that—‘‘ Sovereignty 
belongs to the people” at a debate ff the 
University Philosophical Society, in which 
speakers from Edinburgh, Galway and Dub‘in 
colleges: icipated. . 

Eire. he said, had a simple type of people, 
a simple form of government, and a simple 
economic life, with Jarge investments in 
foreign countries; yet so far as the economic 
position was concerned there was hardly au 
advance since the State was lished. 
Neither of the parties in office had had the 
courage to the people the truth. They 
had had free trade and economic nationalism, 
but neither doctrine preached to the country 
had improved the economic life, and if Ea 
looked more prosperous now it was simply be- 
cause the country had borrowed the money 
to make them more prospérous, and had not 
paid back the debt. If SEÁN AD on § belonged 
to the people here, the people had not, justi- 
fied it, or made use of it to secure economic 
improvement, and the reason was that no 
party in the State had the courage to tell the 
people that when they achieved independence 
there was no easy life coming to them—that 
they could not possibly gain the benefits of 
it in their generation, that they would have 
to work harder, and that every man should 
bend to the improvement of production.

“We never could justify sovereignty in 
the people,” he said, ' until we secure one 
united economic policy presented to the 

plc, and based on the idea that vhe pcople 
ere have to catch up on time, and develop 
preductive capacity.” 

Mr. Childers pointed to the weakness of 
democracy as illustrated in the fate of the 
Scandinavian countries, and emphasised the 
terrible responsibility the people shouldered 
when they delegated their authority to an 
individual. Democracy in the form of direct con- 
trol of the Government by the people was 
dying all over the world. 

He was infuriated, he said, to see two 
parties bickering week after week about 
issues which presented very little difference 
in respective policies. In.many cases five 
minutes would suffice to reach agreement. 
Mr. Dillon was about the only free trader 
left, yet no less than 53 tariffs had been 
cut as a result of the London Agreement. 
The Opposition could easily achieve agree- 
ment with the Government on the question 
of tariffs.

During the year expenditure exceeded 
income by some £4,700, 1,956 in-patients and

he report referred to the loss sustained 
by the deaths of Dr. 8. H. Law and Canon 
D. H. Hall, and also of Mr. Stewart 
Blakeney, whose magnificent benefaction 
(£10,669) had enabled them to endow a ward 
for tuberculosis. 

Moving the adoption of the , Lora 
Farnham, President of the oard of 
Governors, said that some bigger effort would 
be required to cope with the extra expendi- 
ture, The hospital was a Protestant institu- 
tion, catering for the needs of their own 
sick, It was entirely their own concern, 
thanks to the generosity of their voluntary 
subscribers, a g entirely free from outside 
control, thans to the wisdom and Christian 
spirit of those in charge, who opposed the 
idea of taking easy money for a temporary 
advantage, 

Seconding the motion, the Archbishop of 
Dublin said that the board had faced their 
problems with great courage. 

He coula not help thinking of what was 
happening in France to-day, There every 
device of modern science was being used to 
assist in destroying men, or in mutilating 
them or inflicting injuries which might make 
life a very sad thing for hundreds of 
thousands.

It would have been interesting to have 
had a full statement from the Minister as 
to just how far he had been ‘consulted ” 
in the matter, and why he was forced to the 
conclusion that ‘‘ representations by him (to 
Messrs. Guinness) would be vain and useless.” 
Such a statement must, to all intents and 
purposes, go to prove the immense contre! 
of a monopolist over even a Government 
responsible for the well-being and the provi- 
sion of adequate means of livelihood through 
their occupations for all citizens, which right 
is bestowed under Article 45 of our Con- 
stitution. 

What has happened in the case of the 
people of Mountmellick? Kighty families 
lose their source of. livelihood and their occu- 
pation through the action of Messrs. Guinness 
in not renewing the contract for malt with 
the local malthouse. These people, whether 
they like it or not, must become a further 
liability on the State, or they must emigrate 
and seek work in another land, while those 
in authority are forced to admit that they 
can do nothing about it. Why has such a 
position come into being? 

That a meeting between the Minister and 
representatives of Messrs, Arthur Guinness 
at which the question of Mountmellick was 
discussed seems probable, and I would point 
out that I received a letter, dated April 16th, 
from the Minister’s Department, stating 
‘‘that the fullest representations have been 
made to Messrs, Arthur Guinness, Son and 
Co., Ltd., but the firm has found itself 
unable to alter its earlier decision. 1 am 
to assure you that the Minister has taken a 
personal interest in this matter, and wishes 
me to inform you, with regret, that he sees 
no possibility of the firm s decision being 
altered.”’

This statement was alleged by a Civic 
Guard to have been made ay ® Beresford 
(22), no fixed address or business, sentenced 
festerday to six months’ imprisonment with 

rd labour. Beresford was convicted of 
obstructing and assaulting a Civic Guard, 
resisting arrest, and usin threatening, 
abusive, obscene and profane fan age. 

Declan O'Hegarty, Dalkey, who was ac- 
cused of wilfully obstructing three Guards 
when they were arresting Beresford, was 
given the benefit of the Probation Act. 

Guard Bernard McCormack described a 
scene in Corporation street at midnight on 
Friday last, when Beresford accused him of 
being “the —— Guard” who had assaulted 
him the previous night. When the Guard 
denied this, Beresford made the statement 
quoted, took off all his clothes except his 
trousers, jumped on the road “like a 
Junatic,” and struck the Guard several times. 
Two hundred people collected, and he (Guard) 
had to fight his way down Talbot street. 
Eventually he drew his baton, and Beresford 
was “‘carrried away by his confederates.” 

Guard McCormack added that on last Wed- 
nesday night when he and two other Guards 
arrested Beresford at Butt Bridge he 
apologised, but resisted when being taken 
to the police station. O’Hegarty came up 
from behind, pushed witness Yn the back, 
shouted ‘“‘Let the prisoner go,” and said 
that they were abusing Beresford. O'Hegarty 
struck him on the right shoulder, and he 
had to draw his baton to keep back the 
crowd, 

Mr. G. H. O’Brien, solicitor, for O’ Hegarty, 
said that purely out of kindness he asked 
the Guards to take their prisoner a bit easier. 
He was sorry for the inconvenience he had 
caused, 

District Justice Little described Beresford 
as a young man beginning the life of a con- 
firmed criminal—a determined and _ resolute 
offender against the law, whose record showed 
that he had been convicted of assaulting 


women and of larceny, aud that he had been 


released from prison a little over a week ago. 
The intentions of O’Hegarty, “a young man 
of studious and thoughtful demeanour,” 
were, he was satisfied, perfectly bona fide. 
He accepted his explanation, and had a 
certain amount of sympathy with him in his 
humiliation that morning.

A tribute to the voluntary hospital system 
was paid by Lord Glenavy (President), at the 
annual meeting of the Royal Victoria Eye 
and Ear Hospital, Adelaide road, held yester- 


day. 

ES the adoption of the annual 
report, Lord Glenavy said that that hospital 
was a specialist institution, and it did its work 
without any serious complaints. They had 
to pay tribute to the voluntary system on 
which it was run, because there was no 
hospital in the country which had a more 
devoted surgical and medical staff. Any 
patient from anywhere, and in any circum- 
stances, coming to the hospital received the 
best medical and surgical treatment which 
the country could afford. He did not think 
that the public generally realised the immense 
obligation which was owed to the surgeons 
and doctors for what they did on a voluntary 
basis. On the other hand, the cost of treat- 
ment nowadays was so great that hospitals 
could not support themselves entirely by 
voluntary contributions. However, every 
contribution to the hospital went to maintain 
the voluntary principle.to which the surgeons 
and doctors paid tribute. 

Dr.. T illman Moorhead,  seconding, 
spoke of the great work which was done by 
lady almoners. It had been stated again and 
again that it had been impossible to get 
patients into Dublin hospitals. That was not 
the case, and particularly because of almoners., 
He asked the Dublin hospitals to accept the 
principle, and have it applied generally, that 
where an almoner certified that a patient was 
unable to pay for treatment he would be 
treated without any question. The principle 
worked satisfactorily in the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. 

The hospital was doing very important work 
with regard to the prevention of blindness. 
He had experience in many parts of the 
world, and he would say that, if he came 
across an eye case anywhere, it was to that 
hospital that he would send it. The medical 
staff had done important work, and he was 
lad to see that the Department of Local
